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PRESIDENTIAL  CAMPAIGN  EUTTONS 
By  George  D.  Hatie 


The  term  "Presidential  Campaign  Buttons" 
is  used  in  the  broad  sense  to  include 
tokens,  medalets,  ferrotypes  and  various 
pin-on  type  buttons  that  have  been  used 
to  promote  candidates  for  election  to  the 
Presidency  of  the  United  States. 

The  first  presidential  campaign  buttons 
consisted  of  brass  medalets  issued  to 
promote  Andrew  Jackson’s  candidacy  in  the 
election  of  1824.  They  consist  of  three 
major  types.  The  first  type  bears  Jack¬ 
son’s  name  and  military  bust  (to  three- 
quarters  right)  on  the  obverse  with  the 
inscription  "Hero  of  New  Orleans"  within 
a  wreath  on  the  reverse.  The  second  and 
third  types  bear  Jackson's  name  and  mili¬ 
tary  bust  (facing  left)  on  the  obverse, 
one  reverse  having  the  inscription  "The 
Nation's  Good"  and  the  other  "The  Nation's 
Pride"  (both  within  wreaths). 

The  practice  of  issuing  campaign  but¬ 
tons  continued  after  the  1824  election 
up  to  the  present  time.  Prior  to  i860, 
political  buttons  consisted  of  medalets 
or  tokens.  These  were  often  pierced  so 
that  they  could  be  attached  to  a  ribbon,  ' 
string  or  chain  and  be  either  suspended 
from, a  lapel  or  used  as  a  watch  fob.  In 
i860,  the  ferrotype,  a  tintype  picture 
of  a  candidate  encased  in  metal,  was  in-  ' 
trcduced.  In  1864,  a  more  economical 
type  consisting  of  a  photograph  repro¬ 
duced  on  cardboard  was  used  in  addition 
to  the  ferrotype.  I892  marked  the  advent 
of  the  celluloid  fronted  button  with  a 
metal  rim.  Full  celluloid  buttons  were 
introduced  in  I896  and  have  been  used 
extensively  ever  since.  The  early  cellu¬ 
loids  were  in  most  instances  jugate  but¬ 
tons  (that  is,  buttons  showing  both  the 
presidential  and  vice  presidential  can¬ 
didates).  In  1916  the  name  and  slogan 
type  items  became  prevalent.  The  litho¬ 
graphed  (painted  tin)  button  was  adopted 
in  1920  and  in  recent  years  some  buttons 
have  been  made  of  plastic. 

The  most  modern  and  complete  book  on 
the  subject  is  J. Doyle  DeWitt's  "A  Cen¬ 
tury  of  Campaign  Buttons  I789-I889",  The 
portion  relating  to  the  period  prior  to 
1824  deals  with  commemorative  post-elec¬ 
tion  items.

Perhaps  the  items  which  are  of  most  in¬ 
terest  to  numismatists  are  the  ones  issued 
prior  to'  1892,  the  beginning  of  the  cellu¬ 
loid  era,  although  many  metallic  tokens 
have  been  used  sipce  that  date.  The  rarest' 
buttons  for  the  period  prior  to  1892  are 
those  issued  for. Andrew  Jackson  (182ft), 

John  Quincy  Adams.  (1828),  Henry  Clay  (1832) 
William  Henry.  Harrison  (1836),  James  K, 

Polk  (1844),  Louis  Cass  (1848)  and  John 
Breckinridge  (i860).  The  tokens  for  John 
Quincy  Adams  are  the  rarest  of  all  for 
that  period,  .  The  rarest  celluloids  (those  • 
valued  at  $50  or  more)  consist  of  jugate 
buttons,  for  T,  Roosevelt-Johnson  (1912), 
Harding-Coolidge  (1920),  Cox-F,D .Roosevelt 
(1920),  Davis-C.  Bryan  (1924),  Hoover- 
.  Curtis  (1928  and  1932 )  and  Smith-Robinson 
(1928),  The  first  four  mentioned  are  ex¬ 
tremely  rare  and  a  seller  can  often  name 
his  own  price,  particularly  for  T. Roose¬ 
velt-Johnson,  The  single  picture  buttons 
of  Cox  (1920)  and  Davis  (1924)  are  also 
very  rare. 

Of  course,  many  numismatists  collect 
Hard  Times  Tokens  catalogued  by  Lyman  H, 

Low  and  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens  cata¬ 
logued  in  the  Hetrick-Guttag  book  and  more 
recently  in  the  Whitman  Publishing  Company 
booklet  written  by  George  and  Melvin  Fuld. 
The  Low  book  includes  the  following  presi¬ 
dential  campaign  tokens  listed  and  illus¬ 
trated  in  Mr,  DeWitt’s  book: 

1832  Andrew  Jackson,  Low  1,5,165,166 

and  167 

1840  Martin  Van  Buren,  Low  56,57,162, 

-  172.  and  183 

The  Fuld  book  lists  and  illustrates  cam¬ 
paign  tokens  listed  by  DeWill  and  issued 
for  Lincoln,  Breckinridge,  Bell  and  Doug¬ 
las,  in  the  i860  election  and  for  Lincoln 
and  McClellan,  the  1864  candidates,  (Fuld 
pages  20-24,  31-32).  Included  in  the  1864 
Civil  War  Tokens  are  those  showing  the 


presidential  and  vice  presidential  can¬ 
didates  on  the  reverse  and  obverse  re¬ 
spectively;  namely,  Lirtcoln  and  Johnson 
(Fuld  132/149  and  132A/140)  and  McClellan 
and  Pendleton  (Fuld  138A/150). 

It  is' interesting  to  note  that  the 
Fuld  book  includes  die  No,  145  depicting 
Horatio  Seymour,  the  Democratic  presi¬ 
dential  candidate  in  1868.  Although 
this  die  does  not  appear  to  be  of  the 
Civil  War  period,  it  was  apparently  in¬ 
cluded  because  it  was  muled  with  prior 
die  No,  349 ,  dated  1864. 

For  the  most  part,  campaign  buttons 
are  not  dated  and  the  fact  that  certain 
•  candidates  ran  for  the  presidency  in 
more  than  one  election  has  caused  diffi¬ 
culty  in  attributing  a  button  to  a  par¬ 
ticular  election  year.  Although  Mr. 
DeWitt  endeavors  to  make  a  correct  date 
attribution  fox-  the  period  prior  to  1892, 
he  quite  properly  acknowledges  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  error.  As  to  the  period  com¬ 
mencing  with  1892.  the  jugate  buttons 
do  enable  a  collector  to  determine  the 
election  year  involved  where  the  same 
individuals  wets  presidential  and  vice 
presidential  candidates  in  only  one  elec¬ 
tion.  However,  there  are  instances  where 
the  same  pair  were  candidates  in  two 
elections,  e.g,,  Taft  and  Sherman  in 
1908  and  1912;  Wilson  and  Marshall  in 
1912  and  1916;  Hoover  and  Curtis  in  1928 
and  1932;  F.D. Roosevelt  and  Garner  in 
1932  and  19 36;  and  Eisenhox^er  and  Nixon 
in  1952  and  1956. 

As  in  all  fields  of  numismatics,  poli¬ 
tical  campaign  buttons  are  reproduced  in 
subsequent  years.  Quite  often,  this  is 
done  for  advertising  purposes  with  the 
buttons  being  offex'ed  as  reproductions. 

In  most  cases,  such  buttons  are  not 
marked  as  reproductions  and  can  be  mis¬ 
leading. 

Anyone  interested  in  collecting  Ameri¬ 
can  political  buttons  is  advised  to  join 
the  APIC  (American  Political  Items  Col¬ 
lectors)  which  has  over  1,500  members, 
holds  an  annual  convention,  issues  an 
excellent  journal  entitled  ”APIC  Key¬ 
noter”  four  times  yearly  and  also  pro¬ 
vides  its  members  with  special  project 
material.  Its  publications  provide 
valuable  and  interesting  information  and 
in  particularly  enable  a  collector  to 
attribute  items,  determine  prices  and

Presidential  campaign  buttons  provide 
another  interesting  and  educational  field 
for  the  numismatist.  They  are  attractive 
in  appearance  and  are  of  great  historical 
significance.
